A "Strike" That Wai Dettine'd to In. 


'. fluence the World's Finances.

Tou've struck It, boys!" , Thus said 


Henry Paige Comstock to Peter 0'IU- 
ley and Patrick McLaughllu, who were 
his fellow prospectors in u search for 
gold In Six Mile canyon, near the pres- 
ent Virginia City, then capital of Ne- 
tada.. The date was June 10, 1659. 
In that remote spot In the American 
wilderness by these three obscuro meu 
was made on that day a discovery des- 
tined to affect the current of Ameri- 
can poll'.lcs for a score of years and 
to bare for long a disturbing Influence, 
on (bo world's finances. 


The thing which was "struck'1 on 


that June day of »S5'J was tho vein 
covering wliat came to bo known as 
the Comstock lodo, In which wero hid- 
den the richest deposits of silver ever 
found anywhere on the globe. Tbelr 
development years afterward simulta- 
neously with that of the silver mines 
ot Colorado started the downward 
flood In the price of silver which broke 
the old ratio between Iho rnone'y met- 
als, changed the monetary'system of 
tbo leading nations from the double to 
the 'single gold standard. Incited tho 
movement, beginning In 1ST7 under 
the leadership of Richard P. Bland, 
for the reopening of the mints to sil- 
ver on tlie same terms as to gold, )cd 
hence to tho passing of tlio- Bland- 
Allison llir/itcd sllver'colnago law of 
1618 and to that of the Sherman silver 
bullion deposit act of 1800 and was 
the" Is'suo which split Iho two great 
parties and uiado havoc among tho 
smaller ones In 1S9C, resulting In the 
act of 1000 which gave statutory rec- 
ognition to tho gold standard In tbo 
United States.—Atlantic.
